O inveterate are the prejudices of Educati- 
on, ſo prevalent and uncontroulable the 
force of a long preſcription, .that tho' there 
had been nothing elſe to encounter, Chriſtianity 
was ſure art its firſt ſerring our to meet with a vi- 
gorous oppoſition both from Jews and Gentiles. 
The Geneile-world combin'd their whole power 
againſt it, and ſer themſelves to run it down, as 
anovel and an upſtart Sect, that came to under- 
mine their ancient.Religion, that had ſo long go- 
vern'd the minds of men. But none purſued ic 
with ſo fierce and implacable a malice as the 
Jews, who having been for ſeveral ages trained 
up in-an unmeaſurable reverence and veneration 
for the Moſaic inſtitutions, thought rhemlelves 
deeply concern'd to make head againſ} that Do- 
frine, whoſe avow'd deſign it was to.abrogate 
their whole Tongle minilncca ; and to change 
the cuftomes that Moles delivered, + Upon this ac- 
count having imbrued their hands in the blood 
of ies Founder, and treated him with all the in- 
B ſtances 
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ſtances of contempt and cruelty, they reſolved 
to follow home the blow, and it poſſible, to ba- 


niſh his Diſciples and Followers out of the * 


world ; whom therefore they ſehght in all pla- 
ces, partly by open violence, partly by arts of 
falſhood and infinuation to expoſe to the ſeve- 
rity of the laws, and the rage of the multitude. 
And ſuch was the caſe of Paul and Silas in this 
Chapter, who being engaged in their Eyan- 
elical travels, were come down to Theſſalotica, 
the Metropolis of that part of Macedonia, where in 
the Jewith Syaagogs S. Paul managed the cauſe 
of Chriſt with ſo much eloquence and ſtrength 
of reaſon, (Ver. 2, 3.) that not a few of _—_ 
themſelves, bur eſpecially vaſt numbers of the 
Greek proſelytes ( who werg, not enflaved to 
opinions and principles, to patties and intereſts ) 
came over to him, Ver. 4. But the Sun that melts 
the wax, hardens clay ; his Sermons having a 
quite contrary effe&t upon the obſtinate unbe- 
lieving Jews, who not being able to reſiſt the 
clearneſs of his argumetits, betook themſelves to 
force and clamour, the laſt refuges of an impo- 
terit anda baffled cauſe. So gathering to. them- 
f-lves the refuſe of the common people, v. 5.

T. It has been an old charge u _ true Religion 


and the profeſſours of ir,to be diſturbers of the pub- 
lick peace. For the enemyiof. alt ighacoulrk 
knows no better way t& render thene obnoxious 


to Soveraign powers, than by repreſenting them 
as enemies to Government, and inconſiſtent -with 
the proſperity of the Civil'' State. - ' Princes are 
excuifindy render and jealous of their Crowns, 


-and the bleflings of public peace are infinitely 
dear and-yaluable to every honeſt and ſober man, 


fothar it's no wonder if they, be apt to, look Thy 
upon any IP that has but the Garider of (e- 
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dition and diſloyalty (tho' never fo unjuſtly ) 
ſtamipt upon it., And this way has in all ages 
been found fucceſsful. The Jſraelites in Egypt had 
a hard hand kept over them, becauſe ſuſpected of 
attempts againſtrhe Government, and that under 
a pretence of Religion and worfhipping, their 
own God, they would refcue themielves from 
the cruelties of the houfe of bondage. David was 
traduc'd to Saul as a Conſpirator againſt his 
Crown and Ggnity, and Elyah to Ahab as the trou- 
bler of Iſrael. The Chaldean Courtiers repreſented 
Danzet and his Companions as peeviſh oppoſers of 
the King's Proclamation. 'By the fame artifice 
Haman laid a train to blow up the Jewifh Nati- ;

ferings ſo much as comfort one another with the 
promiſes of a Kingdom reſerv'd for them aboye, 
bur the officers that aver-heard them, immediate- 
ly traduc't them to the Prince as ambitious affe- 
ors of the Empire. | | 

A calumny, than which nothing can be more 
abſurd and ſenſeleſs. For Religion, where tis 
not more pretended than praiſed, is ( as Plutarch 
truly ſtiles it ). the ligature .of all Communities, 
andthe ſecurity of Laws; and a City, fayes he, 
may as well be built in the air without ground to 
ſtand on, as a State be either conſtiruted or preſer- 
ved without the ſupportment of Religion. Up- 
on this account the great Stateſman Mecenas pru- 
© dently adviſed Auguſtus, miry mire, by all means * 
and upon all occaſions to advance Religion and 
the worſhip of the gods, as the ſtrongeſt Bulwark 
againſt conſpiracy and treaſon. Nor is this 
founded only in-the nature .of Religion, but in 
the juſtice of the Divine Providence, which'uſu- 
ally rewards piety and vertue ( eſpecially in _ 
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lic Societies ) with peace and plenty, and a flou- 
riſhing ſtate and condition in this world. To 
which purpoſe Cicero layes it down as a maxim 
of State, That a people that have a care of Reli- 
gion muſt needs be proſperous, and can never be 
unhappy, till they become irreligious : and 
he tells us, that the arms and inſtruments, by 
which the Romans conquered the World, were 
not ſo much trength and policy, as Religion and 
piety. And 'tis no more than what the Wiſe 
man obſerv'd long fince, that tis righteouſneſs exalcs 
a Nation, while ſin is the reproach of any people. 


- II. Chriſtianityis ſo far from being: juſtly ob- 
noxious to this r b e, that of all Religions ir 
beſt ſecures the intereſts of civil authority, and the 
peace of the world. Which will be abundantly 


' evident, if we conſider theſe three things. 
1. The expreſs and peremptory Laws, which 


Chriſt and his Apoſtles have given-in this matter, 
commanding us-in words as plain as words can 
tell us, to ſtudy to be quiet, to be humble and gentle, 
and as much as in us lies to live peaceably with all men, 
to-put away ſtrife, and clamour, .and evil ſpeaking, and 


to follow after the things that make for peace; to obey | 


Rulers and Magiſtrates, to honour- their perſons, 


revere their power, and quietly live under the 


protettion of. their Government, to give unto Ceſar

alſo for conſcience ſake. Obſerve, let every ſoul, of 
what rank, quality, ordegree ſoever, «4 aniza@ i, 
xdy wayne, xiv Ceypimc, Ker 57s Ty, ſayes Chryſoſtome 
upon theſe words, tho* thou art an Apoſtle, th an 
Evangeliſt, tho* a Prophet, or whatſoever thca art, thou | 
muſt be ſubject : it being plain (ſayes he) that 
theſe things are commanded iz} ns &iuiele wirers | 
not only to Laymen, but to Biſhops, to Prieſts, to 
Monks, Perſons under the ſevereſt diſcipline of 
Religion. A man that conſiders how careful 
this good Father is to bring the Clergy within 
the verge of this command, would be apt to 
think, he clearly foreſaw, and particularly ſer 
himſelf againft the tyranny and uſurpations of the 
See of Rome. And indeed he has fo fenc't it in, 
that, unleſs the Bithop of that Church can pre- | 
rend to be greater than Apoſtles, Evangeliſts or 
Prophets, there's no ſtarting-hole left for him to 
eſcape. - But what ſpeak we of Apoſtles: or Pro- 
phers, when 'cis now for ſeyeral ages notorious 
to the world, that he oppoſes and exalts himſelf above 
all 
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all that is called God, or is worſhipped, and has not 
ſcrupled to uſurp the very titles and royalties of . 
God himſelf. And becauſe whatever power the 
Biſhops of Rome pretend to, muſt be derived from 
S. Peter, let us in the next place enquire what di- 
re&tion S. Peter himſelf gives us in this caſe, and 
we ſhall find that both the Apoſtle of the Jews, 
and the Doctor of the Gentiles write and ſpeak 
the ſame things, 1 Pet. 2.13, 14, 15. Submit 
your ſelves unto every ordinance of man for the Loxds 
ſake ; whether it be to the King as ſupreme, or unto 
Governours, as thoſe that arc ſent by him, for the pus 
niſhment of evil doers, and for the praiſe of them that 
do well ; for fo is the will of God, &c. "Tis a Law 
that has a peculiar ſtamp and ſignature of divine - 
authority upon it. How far they who inſolent- 
| lyclaimto beS. Peter's Succeflors, agree with this 
o&trine, we {hall ſee by and by. - But leſt men, 
Who naturally love an unbridled liberty, ſhould 
take occaſion to forget this duty, S. Paul has made

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R leſs than eternal happineſs or miſery in the other 
world.

others the following year. In eighty eight: was 
the famous, but unſucceſsful Invaſion: of the J1- 
vincible Armado. In ninety three Dr. Lopez a Por- 
tugueg,, the Queen's Phylatian, was hired for fifty 
thouſand Crowns to poylſon her, which he con- 
felt afterwards. In, nmety fix Edw. Squire be- 
ing inſtructed in Spain by Walpool the Teloct and 
by him furniſh: with poyſon prepared -on pur- 
poſe, undertook. to poylon the Queen's Saddle;

Laſtly, Conſider the infinite horrour and vil-
